SUNSPOTS ON THE INCREASE 


A xvecent CRPL forcast bulletin 
notes that solar activity will soon 
be increasing following the sunspot 
minimum which probably occurred in 
the late summer of 1964. The cccurr- 
ance of flare producing solar region 
will soon be on the increase and 
associated short wave fadeouts, SWF, 
will become a more. signifigant fac- 
tor .in long distance communication. 
Radio communication may then be ab- 
ruptly interupted by sudden large 
increases in absorption. , On the av- 
erage normal conmunicaticn may be 
impossible for twenty to thirty min- 
utes after which normal field stren- 
ehh is gradually recovered. —

Well by now I am sure that you all realize 
that call letter license plates for the 3,000 
hams in the "Garden State” ig = jiead issue. 

The Honorable Richard J. Hughes, Governor of 
New Jersey, has returned Senate Bill #17 to 
the State Senate without his approval. Som 
of the reasons given for the rejection of 
the bill seem. sendible enough on paper, how- 
ever the fact remains that 47 other states have 
found ways to issue the call~letter plates. 
This causes one to wonder why this is still 
such a monmouth task for the state that (as 
the politicos will tell you) is the most pro 
gressive in the nation! 

In his comments to the Senate, when the 
bill was returned, the Governor stated that 
approval of this bill would open the door to 
the breakdown of a very efficient system of 
uniform numbering (three letters followed by 
one, two or three figures) that all New Jersey 
auto-registration plates carry. 

Mr. Governor, I am afraid that you are 
closing the gate after the horse has escaped. 
Take a walk through the statehouse parking lot 
some afternoon when the legislature is in session 
and check the plates on the cars of the State

NEW RULES FOR CANADIANS 


The Department of Transport 
has changed the rules for Can- 
adian Amateurs to permit only CW 
in the lower 100 kc. of the six 
and two meter bands. The changes 
effective immediately are intend- 
ed to protect stations involved 
in weak signal work, such as moon- 
bounce, auroral reflection, and 
the like and particularly in con- 
nection with the OSCAR III repeat- 
er sattellite which is scheduled 
to operate af the two meter band 
after launch sometime later this 


year.
